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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant aruges that the rejection fails to provide 
the futher modification to achive the claimed inventions which has a 0% metal content at the hot ceramic side and the 100% metal content 
at the cool metal side. However, as was set forth in the response to Applicant's arguments in the final rejection mailed 4-25-06, it would 
have been within the purview of one of ordinary skill in the art at to have employed a method which would provide the graded composite 
[of Parthasarathy in view of Yang] having a side containing 100% of the materials. Furthermore, absent a teaching of the citicality or 
showing of unexpected results from each side containing 100% and 0% of each of the materials, it would not provide a patentable 
distinction over the cited prior art. 
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
